RUNNELLS WAS CONVICTING HIM 


®he Memphis Reporter Puts the 
Defendant in a Hole. 


A VERDICT OF GUILTY IS EXPECTED 


All the Evidence Is in, and Today the Ar- 
gument Will Begin—Howard 
Will Speak Himself. 


Jackson, Tenn., December 27.—(Special.)— 
Contrary to expectation the evidence in the 
Howard case was closed. today and court 
Passed over the night session—that counsel 
might prepare for argument, which will 
Open tomorrow morning. Some time was 
ccnsumed this afternoon after the govern- 
ment closed in rebuttal, in arranging the 
plan of argument. Mr. Trout has been add- 
ed to the counsel for defense. In the out- 
set Judge Hammond stated that in sixteen 
years on the bench, where only one party 
Was being tried, he had not admitted more 
than two speeches on a side. He was of 
the opi™@;7 that ttiis would be no exception 
to the rule. The defense pleaded thaf this 
case was of sufficient importance and asked 
as an especial favor that three epeeches 
be admitted. The court decided that the 
three would be given the same time as two 

speakers would have, and the defendant took 

matter under consideration until to- 
é crow morning, when argument will be- 
a osing hours of the testimony were 
nterest and at times thrilling. It 
een evident for days that tthe defen- 
@ant has been hard pressed dnd often 
seemed desperate. When he came up this 
morning aware that the moments of his 
opportunity were fast passing beyond his 
recall, he was in anything but an amiable 
humor. The four witnesses upon whom 
great faith had been pinned were ques- 
tioned time and again for some saving bit 
of testimony. On each occasion Bullock, 
for the government, had torn the fabric 
into shreds, and ngw, as if to clinch Wil- 
liam Lord Moore's identity, Bullock-«was in 
the act of putting F. M. Runnells, The 
Memphis App.al reporter, upon the etand. 
It was to Runnells that Howard had ac- 
knowledged that he knew Moore in London 
and was intimate with him. This report 
was published. The defendant bitterly de- 
nie@ it at the time. At one of the very 
first questions 2unnells answered re- 
garding the interview with the defendant, 
Dr. Huward sprang to his feet and hissed; 

“That's a lie, sir!”’ 

Hownrd Gets Excited. 

Th a towering passion, Howard caught 
his breath to further hurl epithets at the 
witness, when the court called him to order, 
and said: 

“Stop, stop! That will do, sir. You are in 

contempt ef court, and you know it; and, 
if it were not that the hearing of this case 
would be retarded, I would send you to 
afi.’ 
“The veins in the face and neck of the 
defendant were distorted, and his eyes 
danced and sparkled. In a moment hé soft- 
ened, and a cynical smile passed over his 
well-trained countenance. The accomplish- 
ed actor turned to the jury, ané@ in a voice 
half pleading for sympathy said: 

“Yes, gentlemen of the jury, I was 
wrong, but human nature is turbulent, and 
will burst the bounds of reason when it 
can bear no longer.”’ 

But the concession was lost upon the 
court, and Howard was again ordered to 
his seat, and the government told to pro- 
ceed with examining the witness, who al- 
most every time he opened his mouth 
nailed the defendant to the cross. Runnells 
established clearly that Howard had made 
a bad break in giving a contrary descrip- 
tion of Moore to that given by two or 
three of his most important witnesses. Fol- 
lowing this, the government continued to 
bring in rebuttal cestimony, shattering by 
piecemeal the defense, especially much of 
that portion of the testimony that fixed 
Howard in Jackson in September of 1892. 
The government charged and establishetl 
that he was in New York writing the Ross 
letters for the European claim agency and 
the celebrated Leger decrees uf the supreme 
court of chancery long after poor Ross had 
“died.” This rebutt@l testimony thas had 
a visible effect upon the friends of Dr. 
Howard, who all along have pretended to 
believe in his innocence, and more than 
one of the most steadfast are now willing 
to admit that the proof is conclusive, and 
the verdict will surely be conviction. 

Two Days for Argument. 

It is understood that. in this event, a 
new trial will be asked for immediately, 
and, s@ould this fail, an effort will be made 
to appeal to the supreme court of the 
United States. Thereupon will arise the 
question of bond. It is, indeed, doubtful if 
Dr. Howard can make a sufficient bond to 
regain his liberty pending this interven- 
tion of time. The approaching argument 
will draw immense crowds, and long before 
court convenes tomorrow it will be almost 
impossible to get into the custom house.

TONS OF MONEY. 


Sightseers Can Read for Themselves 
and Spare the Guides. 

Washington, December 27.—There is prob- 
ably no more interesting place in the treas- 
ury department to sight seers than the im- 
mense vmilts in the treasurer's office, where 
so much gold, silver and United States cur- 
rency are stored. The immense travel east- 
ward from the world’s fair, in addition to 
the ordinary number of sightseers, has tax- 
ed the capacity of the treasury guides to 
the utmost. 

The most frequent question asked of these 
guides is the amount of money stored in the 
vaults. For a ready answer to these qtes- 
tions the office has prepared a brief printed 
Statement showing the amount and descrip- 
tion of the contents of each of the eight 
vauins. These are kept by many of the vis- 
itors as souvenirs of their trip to Weshing- 
ton. The figures presented show that there 
is stored in the vaults « total of $742,193,000, 
the part consisting of coin weighing about 
five thousand tons. The following. are the 
amounts and description of the money in 
the eight vaults: 

Standard silver dollars, $149,860,000; gold 
coin, $11,500,000; fractional silver, $333,000; na- 
tional bank notes received for redemption, 
$3.500.000; maxed moneys received -daily for 
$3,500,000; mixed moneys received for dai- 
ly use, $1,000,000; bonds held as security for 
national bank circulation, $250,000,000; held 
as a reserve to replace worn and mutilated 
notes unfit for circulation, $325,000,000. 


WILL STOP THE RACES 


If the Court Decides That They Can- 
not Bet. 


Washington, December 27.—The managers 
of the racing meeting at the Ivy City track 
decided late this afternoon to abandon all 
racing until January ith, when a decision 
is hoped for on the motion to quash the in- 
dictiment of the bookmakers. The horses 
will remain in Washington, but the bock- 
makers will go to New York and elsewhere. 
Should the indictment be quashed, as the 
race people expect, the bookies w:3:ll return 
and racing will be tesumed. If, however, 
the decision sustains the imdictment, the 
race people will «banlon the :vy City track 
and start business elsewhere. This ¢ccnelu- 
sion was reached as the resuit of proceed- 
ings in court today. As s29n as Boukmakre 
Bennington and his clerks were rearrested 
today on the indictements of the grant 
jury they were taken before Justice Brad- 
ley, of the supreme court of the District of 
Columbia crimimal branch, who held them 
to bail i n1,000 each with the sureties.

WHAT RATHBONE SAYS 


About the Report That He Is Boom- 
ing Harrison. 


Cincinnati, December 27.—Dispatches have 
been sent from New York and Washington 
stating that Mr. E. G. Rathbone, who was 
John C. New’s adjutant at Minneapolis, as 
well as postmaster general under Harrison, 
‘was at the head of an organization for 
Mr. Rathbone has 
been here for the last few days and the 
Cincinnati papers have articles about him 
working for Harrison. The papers claim 
that they are judging his mission by his 
actions more than his words. Some impor- 
tance is also attached to the visit of Rus- 
sell Harrison here last week. Rathbone 
made a denial last night and furnishes the 
following to the Associated Press: 

“IT believe that the story that there is an 
organization for the purpose of booming 
Mr. Harrison for president comes from 
some person or persons who begin to think 
that Mr. Harrison will prove a formidable 
candidate, should he conclude to let his 
name go before the convention next time, 
Their evident purpose is to kill him off. I 
do not believe there is any booming organi- 
zation in existence and I am certain that I 
am not at the head of any such movement,or 
in any way conrected with it. Recent events 
tend to bring Mr. Harrison out in striking 
contrast to the present administration and 
may be a cause for alarm on the part of 
those who may desire some other candi- 
date for the presidency.”’ 


PREPARING TO RAID. 


Governor Tillman Is Going to Move 
Against the Blind Tigers. 
Columbia, S. C., December 27.—(Special.)— 
Governor Tillman is girding up his loins 
preparatory to bearding the blind tiger in 
his lair, and according to utterances made 
by him today, he will in a week’s time make 
a grand effort to sweep this greatest enemy 
of the dispensary from the face of the earth. 
In fact, he is devoting his exclusive time 
to preparing for the attack now that the 
legislature has given nim a law fash- 
foned by his own hand and according to his 

desire. 

Speaking of the new law today, he said 
that he was sending a copy to every tria’ 
justice, together with a circular 
of instructions as to their duties fn enforc- 
ing the law. 

“Just as soon,” said he, “as I ean finish 
this I will be ready to make a raid all 
along the line. This will be next week.”

Mitchell in a Good Humor. 


THEY HAVE PUT UP A JOB ON HIM 


He Appears to Be a Testy Gentle- 
man with a Temper. 


SO THEY WILL GIVE HIM A GOOD HUNT 


The Scheme Is to Let Him Get All the 
Game and Mellow Him, and 
Then Jolly Him. 


Port Tampa, Fla., December 27.—(Special.) 
Since Governor Mitchell reached Tampa 
last Saturday morning he has been the cen- 
ter of attraction there both to the homefolks 
and to visitors—for the governor is very 
popular there at his old home, and he has 
all of a sudden acquired natienal promi- 
nence by his pronounced opposition to the 
Corbett-Mitchell fight in Jacksonville. #he 
governor feels apparently that the entire 
weight of the responsibility for this affair 
rests'upon his shoulders and that the eyes 


particular moment. The Constitution’s cor 
respondent passed through Tampa last 
Sunday and there heard a good deal ‘about 
the inside of this affair. 

To begin with, Governor Mitchell is all 
at sea as to the situation and the senti- 
ment in Duval county. He knows well 
enough that Bowden, Mason and others, 
who have money invested in this fight 
are his political allies in Jacksonville; but 
he sees The Times-Union—which he 100Ks 
upon as his sworn political foe— 
making agitation against the 
fight, he very naturally 
supposes that it and 
friends are in favor of the fight; then he 
sees Colonel A. W. Cockrell, the usual at- 
torney for his enemies, suddenly appearing 
as counsellor for his friends—Bowden and 
Mason—and at another turn sees the city 
council—another foe, in his opinion—opposed 
by a mayor who has been a leader in the 
faction which has always opposed the chief 
executive of the state. 

Interesis of Friends at Stake. 

So the situation is complicated, and Gov- 
ernor Mitchell so far cannot be made to see 
that he is injuring his friends by this course 
more than he is his enemies. He has some- 
how gotten the~:uea into his head that to 
abandon his fight against Corbett and 
Mitchell would pe to surrender to his politi- 
ical enemies in Duval county, and he has 
become s0 stubborn in * his opinion 
that even his best friends in Tallahassee 
prior to his leaving’ there last Friday, 
did not dare to broach the subject to him. 
At every mention of it he became violent 
and to attempt to reason wih him was even 
like shaking a red rag in the face of a bul! 
already angry. 

In this view of the case the friends of 
the Duval Athletic Club had about despa2ir- 
ed of ever being able to get the governcs 
down off his high horse of opposition. 

Putting Up a Job on Him. 

But a job has deen put up on the governor 
at Tampa, it is said. 
is very fond of hitnting and fishing, and his 
Tampa friends have arranged for a three or 
four days’ camp hunt before he returns to 
Tallahassee. They are going to hit him in 
a soft spot. The hunting party will be 
made up of the friends of the Duval Ath- 
letic Club of Jacksonville, and they will 
get in their work while the governor is in 
his best humor out in -the woods. <If he 
has good luck with ‘his gun or his rod, he 
is then much more approachable, much 
more tractable than at other times. 

» How Can He Resist? 

So the boys have arranged to drive all 
the game his wuy—to put something into 
his hands, so as to speak, in order that the 
governor may be in the most receptive 
mood possible and the most good natured 
one, too. When the governor shall be 
seated in camp some night with his corn- 
cob pipe, after a day of hunting, in which 
he has bagged all the game; when he shall 
be gloating over the ill-luck of his hunting 
companions; when there is a bottle of “good 
olf rve’’ handy, and the chief executive of 
Florida is at peace with all the world—in 
short, when he is feeling particularly good— 
a break will be made at him to get some 
assurance from him that he will withdraw 
his opposition to the fight. 

There Is No Telling. 


The result cannot be predicted with-any 
degree of certainty. The governor may 
at once “drop onto” the joo that is being 
worked on him and go off Jike a cannon 
cracker and romt the .whole party or, pos- 
sibiy, he may be caught in the trap and 
yield to the pressure in a moment of over- 
flowing good feeling. But there are lots 
of men who, if they knew of this scheme 
that is being worked on the governor, would 
bet their bottom dollar that it will be suc- 
cessful. 

Meanwhile public interest centers in the 
test case, which will be brought before the 
circuit court some day this week. 


THE WAGES. 


Mr. Frick Argues That the Men Will 
Earn More Than Before. 


Pittsburg, Pa., December 27.—In regard to 
the readjustment of wages at the Home- 
stead, Beaver Falls, Upper and Lower Pitts- 
burg mills of the Carnegie Steel Company 
for 1894, Mr. Frick, the chairman, said this 
afternoon that the’ wages paid at Home- 
stead to date were those offered the amal- 
gamated association in June, 1892, before 
tne strixe, the Gatiy earnings thereunder 
being higher per capita than. those which 
prevailed before the strike. While the re- 
adjustment meant 4 reduction in ‘tonnage 
rates, if bustness couid be secured, the radi- 
cal improvements made in the machinery 
and methods would enable the employes 
to earn much higher wages than would be 
made at any other works in this country. 
At the other mills the wages paid to date 
were those prevaffing fn union mills in this 
vicinity prior to the reduction made by the 
amalgamated association in 1892, and the 
new earnings would be higher than are 
now made in amalgamated mills. At none 
of the works of the Carnegie Steel Company, 
limited, are they asking common labor to 
work for less taan 12 cents per hour. 


READJUSTMENT OF 
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BOTH TO BE ARRBSTED. 


A Test Case Will Be Made Today and 
the Result Is Predicted. 
Jacksonville, Fla., December 27.—(Special.) 
At midnight it was decided to have the prin- 
cipals in the coming prize fight afrested 
in order to make a test case in the courts. 
The suit will be a perfectly friendly one, 
instigated by the supporters of the Duval 
Athletic Club. Warrants will be issued in 
the morning and will be served during the 
forenoon on Corbett at Mayport and on 
Mitchell at his hotel here. Both men will 
be taken before Judge Call and as soon as 
they plead ‘‘not guilty’’ to the charge of 
agreeing to engage in a prize fight, their 
attorney, Colonel A. W. Cockrell, will ask 
for a writ of habeas corpus and the case 
will have to be decided then and there 
without any bail being given. Everything 
has been arranged ahd Loth men are pre- 
pared to face the music.

Uis Opinion of Brady. 


Several big policemen finally cleared a pas- 
sage and manwuged to get Mitchell to his 
room. Here he was seen by a representa- 
tiye of the Southern Associated Press, who 
asked Mitchell if he had noticed the recent 
publications crediting William A. Brady 
with still believing that he (Mitchell) would 
yet fail to appear. 

‘‘Yes,”” said Mitchell, “I have seen them, 
but they do not worry me. Everybody 
knows that he is a little man and lable to 
say anything. I will give him credit for one 
thing, however, and that is being shrewd 
enough to become the manager of a fighter 
like Corbett. There is something better in 
that than pasting bills in a window in ad- 
vance of a show. As far as Corbett goes, 
he is a clever fighter, but, considering that

Jacksonville, Fla., December 27.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—A special to The Times-Union, trom 
Wildwood, Fla., the scene of the war be- 
tween the races, says: Everything is quiet 
this afternoon. The Tadpa and Ocala Kies 
arrived at 11 o’clock last night, but as no 
negroes were to be found and all was qulet, 
the soldiers returned to their homes this 
morning. 

While everything is very quiet at this 
hour, there is some feeling of uneasiness, 
and the white people are on the lookout 
that thy may not be surprised should ther@ 
be another attempt made on §he town by 
the negroes.

If any negro was wouned by the firing 
yesterday except Lambright, who was ar- 
rested, it has been kept very close from 
the whites. Six of the negroes, who were

Jeff McCallister, Anderson Brown, 
Brown, Lon McCallister, Jim Figers.

FIXING THE MURDER. 


The Circumstantial Evidence Makes 
Out a Case Against Crawford. 
Yorkville, S. C., December 27.—(Spectal.)— 
Further facts have been elicited by the 
coroner’s inquest concerning the murder of 
Mr. D. P. Blackburn, for which the negro, 
Jeff Crawford, is held. Crawford is about 
forty years of age. When seen at the jail 
by a reporter he said that Blackburn came 
to his house Saturday night to get shaved, 
preparatory to going to North Carolina. 
After shaving him Crawford says he went 
to Rock Hill and returned the next morning. 

He denies all knowledge of the killing. 

The facts developed at the inquest, how- 
€éver, make it look very black for Craw- 
ford. In addition to what was published 
in The Constitution today it was testified 
that the two men left Crawford’s house Sat- 
urday night after dark, riding two of Black- 
burn’s mules. It was also testified that 
Blackburn owed Crawford money for work. 
He had no change less than $20, as he was 
going to North Carolina. Instead of paying 
Crawford the money he said he would 
bring him some whisky. Early Sunday 
morning Crawford told several parties that 
Blackburn would be gone four days. The 
bullets taken from the dead man’s head 
exactly fit Crawford’s pistol.

Soldiers Kill the Men and 
Massacre the Women. 


THE LATTER ASSEMBLED IN-A CHURCA 


They Would Not Surrender and the 
Walls Were Tumbled In.

IT WAS A RELIGIOUS REVOLUTION 


The Villagers Were Obstinate and Brave 
They Kept Up the War Until Ex- 
terminated—All Quiet Now. 


Chicago, December 27.—Juan §S. Hiart, O48 
El Paso, Tex., editor of The El Paso Times, 
which has been prescribed by the Mexican 
authorities because of news regarding the 
Chihuanua revolution, which had appeared 
in its columns, is in Chicago, and in an 
interview with the Associated Press repore 
ter today, gave the cause of and develop- 
ments thus far in the revolution now in 
progress in that place. ‘‘The number of reve 
olutionosts,’’ said Mr. Hart, ‘‘is small, there 
not having been over 139 in the field at any 
time, but they have fought fiercely and the 
government froops have so far suffered ta 
the number ‘of 600 soldiers and thirty offi. 
cers, while nine of the revolutionists and 


ninety-four of their women and childreg 
have so far met death at the hands of the 
soldiers. The general impression that 
the revolution is a continuation of the 
border trouble along the Rio Grande, which 
was led by Garza is incorrect. T begin- 


ning of the present outbreak @#ok place 
about two years ago in the central part of 
the state, At the littlé village of Tomochie, 
in the fall of 1891, the Villageis, who were 
all Catholics desired to celebrafe a certain 
Saint’s day by carrying the image of thels 
saint from their church to the mountains 
near by, where a day of religious festivi- 
ty was to be spent. They knew that such 
an act was a violation:-of the laws of Mex- 
ico, and that by paying a fine, permits for 
such celebration could be secured. They 
went to the town authorities, called upon 
the president, who refused the permit. A 
meeting of the villagers was held, the pres- 
ident was informed that the celebration 
would be held despite his refusal, and the 
festivities took place. The president be- 
came aiarmed and notified the conductor of 
the monthly bullion. train, then en route 
from the mining camps, that the men of 
Tomochic had revolted and were likely to 
rob the train. Officials of the City of Guer- 


| diately set out for Tomochic.

heard of the approach and the men left 
for the mountains, leaving the women and 
children at home. The latter barred the 
doors ofstheir abodes, but the soldiers fired 
through she walls, killing two children and

vutraging a maiden. After a few days in 
the village, the forces returned to Guerrero 
and the Tomochiciaens came back from the 
mountains, They buried their dead with 
oaths of vengeance and thus began the 
revolution. What money they had was in- 
vested in Winchesters and ammunition, and 
for rlonths they quietly awaited revenge. 


Dinz Deelnared Them Rebhet«. 


“President Diaz, after a time, declared 
them rebels and sent troops on an errand of 
extermination. At the first encounter there 
were but thirty-eight Tomochicians in the 
field and the federal troops numbered ove} 
a hundred. In the encounter which followed 
twenty-four soldiers and four officers were 
killed while the villagers escaped without a 
wound.

“Then on September 2d, of last year, Gen- 
eral Ranga with 600 soldiers, appeared be- 
fore the little village. In the engagement 
100 men and nine officers fell in the federal 
ranks and but one Tomochician was wound- 
ed. Hostilities ceased for a time, but in 
November of that year, General Hernandez, 
who is still fighting with the remnants of 
Tomochicians, aided by General Corres and 
his Pima Indians of Senora, commanding 
over 1,000 men and two Gatling guns, suc. 
ten davs and¢ 
nights in nearly exterminating the revolu- 
tionists. The latter had reinforced them: 
selves to the number 103, and but twelve or 
fourteen escaped on the 8th, the night of the 
fight. The others were killed, but not un- 
til they had almost annihilated one regiment 
of Mexican infantry and _ strewn the 
bodies of the soldiers so thickly on the 
ground that no effort was made to bury 
them. On the 10th day the victorious sole 
diers: entered the village and commanded 
the women and children, who had locked 
themselves in a church, to surrender. Upon 
treir refusal the walls were tumbled in upon 
their heads and ninety-four: defenseless vil- 
lagers died in the ruins. It was a massacre 
in every sense—bloody, brutal and unpar- 
donable. 

Suppressing the News. 


“News of the various engagements has 
been suppressed by the Mexican government 


and stories of the battles emphatically de- 
nied. The suppression of news has, I think, 
been aided by officials of railroads in that 
vicinity, who feared that travel would be 
lessened by stories of the little war. There 
is no reason why this should be the case, 
however, as the scene of the revolution is 
remote from all ratiroad lines. 

“The revolytion is now practically wiped 
out and it is probable that little more will 
‘e heard of it. ihe men are undoubtedly re- 
ligious fanatic or they woud not have ate 
tempted war, under such uneven corditigns, 
but they have fought bravely and well, 
with the fierceness of despair and have 


caused Mexico no little concern, notwith- 
standing the numeroys and sweeping denials 


| of that government.

The State Fair. 

The holding of the state fair at Macon 
next fall has already been mentioned in 
this column. President Waddell, of the 
Georgia Agricultural Society, is anxious to 
make the fair a grand success. He says: 

‘It would seem early to agitate the next 
fair which is to be held in Macon next fall. 
But it is necessary to begin early to Se- 
cure success. Formerly, when fairs were 
new things in our state, and when there 
was but one organization in the state for 
holding them, we had little trouble in cun- 
ducting them. Now, however, with exposi- 
tions fully organized in nearly all of the 
larger cities, the labor and expense are 
greatly increased. The worst feature to me 
in the present state of affairs is the fact 
that there has been engendéred sectional 
differences in the state which must result in 
injury if persisted in.

LEGISLATURE. 
The System of County Administra- 
tion Has Been Completely Changed. 
Columbia, 8. C., December 27.—(Special.)— 
Editor Williams, of The Greenville News, 
calls the legislative body that has just ad- 
journed the ‘June bug” legislature. The 
specifications are that the members had a 
string to them and‘that they hummed and 
buzzed according to the way the governor 
pulled. And then. too, he says that they 
were such a beautiful shade of green. 

County Government. 

Probably the best piece of legislation en- 
acted at this session is the passage of what 
is known as the county government act. It 
makes a complete change in the system of 
county government. The matter was 
started by Congressman McLaurin, two 
years ago, but was never favorably consid- 
ered until this session. 

It is a very radical measure, but may 
prove td be an improvement on existing 
forms, though it will certainly be an ex- 
periment. It abolishes, after the ist of 
January, 1895, all boards, of county commis- 
sioners and township assessors, introduces 
an entirely new scheme of government, -pro- 
vides for a county supervisor in each coun- 
ty at a salary varying from $300 to »1,000, 
who is the exclusive officer of the county, 
has supervision over all county aaffirs and 
draws all warrants upon the county treas- 
urer, after approval by the county board 
established by the act.

three members, who serve without com- 
pensation. ‘lhe chairmen of these 
township boards constitute, together with 


the county supervisors, a county board of 


commissioners, who are to meet four times 
a year, or oftener, if called together by 
the supervisor, to act as an advisory board 
to the supervisor. All county claims are 
passed upon by them and they perform the 
duties hitherto performed by the county 
board of equalization. 

The township board of commissioners has 
charge and control of all reads, ferries and 
bridges, and perform the duties heretofore 
porformed by the township assessors. 

Provision is made in the act for work 
upon the roads to be let out by contract 
and for convicts to be worked upon the 
roads in chaingangs, all persons’. sen- 
tenced by courts or municipal authorities 
to hard labor for no more than two years 
being liable to chaingang duty. 

Senator John Gary Evans, who fathered 
the bill after Mr. McLaurin went to con- 
gress, Says that the bill is primarily a road 
bill, intended for the betterment of the 
public roads. é 

The Revision of the Code. 

There is a great deal of misunderstanding 
concerning what action was taken by the 
legislature in the matter of the codifiga- 
tion of the laws. This misapprehension 
arises from the fact that the senate simply 
approved the report, while the house un- 
dertook to enact it as law, but gave it up 
as a bad job. 

The Constitution representative, in order 
to clarify the situation, has investigated 
the matter thoroughly and finds th@ “his 
is the situation: The legislature has ap- 
proved the revision and digest of the laws 
and the commissioner is authorized to scru- 
tinize them again and make whatever cor- 
rections he thinks proper and then superin- 
tend their publication. Two thousand copies 
will be printed for distribution, as provided 
in the general statutes, and they will be 
useful as hand-buoks of the law, though 
they are not declared to be the law. 

It is expected that ~ the revision 
will be ready for the printer by the lst of 
March.

A a result, the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton passengers now pay for what 
they eat and rothing more. A bill of fare 
has been arranged with the price of every 
article printed on it, and the prices are 
in no case higher than those of a first-class 
restaurant, while in many instances they 
are lower. The bill of fare is comprehen- 
sive enough to satisfy the most exact- 
ing epicure, and in all cases prices are rea- 
sonable. 


The Railroad Gazette Ras been investi- 
gating the kflling of people on railroads 


in Amevica, and looking for the reason 
why so many more are killed here thar , 
in England. ‘The result of the inquiry is 
to show that the English roads are better 
paid than those-of this country, and can 
afford to take bétter care of their patrons. 
For the past six years the English. roads 
killed an average of twenty-eight per year, 
while on American roads the yearly average 
was 158. In England they spent $200,000 in 
building a mile of railroad,- while the cost 
here is $95,000. In England they hve 57 
per cent of double track, while in Arnerica 


5% per cent. About 5 per cent of American 
roads have the absolute block system, while 
it is in operation on 90 per cent of the Eng- 
lish roads. On the other hand, tbe rates 
for both passengers and freight ari higher 
over there, in some cases more than dou- 
ble. The conclusion reached is that more 
people are killed here because they do not 
pay enough to have their lives protected. 


The Gazette says: ‘‘Under the present basis 
of rates and consequent earnings, there’is 
no chance of American roads‘being opera- : 
ted as safely as those in England until the 
population is large enough to give them at 
least double the present average earnings 
per mile. There must first be a complete 
double tracking of all lines and a universal 
adoption of block signal and interloctting 
devices. It is sufficient to say that to adopt 
these improvements would bankrupt any 
American road which has not already put | 
them in cperation. All of them are mak- 
ing the improvements gradually, but it wil] ! 
be fifty years before American roads can 
afford to capitalize as heavily ‘per mile as 
those in Eingland.”’

Atlanta's Contribation Was the First 
Received by the Chairman. 
When the committee collecting money 
with which to pay Gie indebtedness on the 
Columbian Liberty bell called on Atlanta 
for the $40 assessed against the city, Mayor 
Goodwin turned the matter over to City 
Hall Keeper Moon, and before dark the 
money had been raised and sent to the 

chairman of the commiitee by telegraph. 

Yesterday the seceipt of the money was 
acknowledged, and the letter acknowledging 
it was filed among aAtlanta’s”=§ archives. 
Here is the letter: 

‘Newark, N. J., December 25, 1898.—Hon. 
John KH. Goodwin, Mayor, Atlanta, Ga. 
Dear Sir: In the name of the commitftee, 
permit me to thank yuu, and through you 
the contributoms to the forty-dollar fund, 
for the great Columbian Liberty bell. We 
must add at this time our most earnest 
appreciation of Mrs. Loulie M. Gorton, of 
your city, and Georgia member of the com- 
mittee that creat and have in charge 
the work of Which the ‘bell of ’93’ is one 
expression, and all the friends in your state 
that saw to it that pledges of love and of 
memory found their way from the Empire 
State of the southland into the first deliber- 
ately .planned Liberty Bell as a liberty 
bell in the history of the world. 

“We have, in recognition of this contri- 
bution, set aside and appropriated to you 
four little bells made of the same material 
as the great Bell, and we would appreciate 
it if you would permit that these bells 
shall be presented With appro rriate cere. 
mony to the cities of New Tork. Philadel- 
phia, Chicago and San Francisco, from 
Atlanta, ag a Christmas etft. We should 
add that Atlanta’s telegraphic response to 
our request was the first one received.

But it sonal that Mayor Goodwin ts able 
to make his committees for the year '94, 
and if the private slate which has been 
' dropped is not washed alway by a sponge 
in the hands of some who may be dissatis- 
the work of tre er council of ’94 will 
s good as that of '93. 
ay ime the finance committee is the 
most prominent and, though not always 
the most important, members of the gen- 
eral council are hunting for a birth on 
that committee with great regularity and 
no little amount of industry. Mr. H. C. 
Stockdell is the present chairman of the 
committee, and as he is one of the hold- 
ing over members, the betting is at big odds 
that he will be retained at the head of 
the six gentlemen who will handie Atlanta’s 
finances. Only two members of the commit- 
tee retire from the council next Monday, 
Messrs. Rice and Meador, but the indica-

West End Comes to ths Front in 
Rapid Style. 


A NEGRO PREACHER HAS TROUBLE 


He Tried to.Enter a House on Gordon 
Avenue—His Woes and Troubles 
Explained by Himself, 


As the day of permanent annexation be- 
tween Atlanta and West End approaches, 
police circle events in the last named sub- 
urb have become more stirring and metro- 
politan-like every day. until the climax 
was reached yesterday morning at 1:30 
o‘clock in the shape of an attempted bur- 
glary, four pistol shots, a thoroughly fright- 
ened negro preacher and a pursuing police- 
man. 

The negro was a preacher well known in 
West End colored religious circles by the 
name of Rev. Robert McGuire. The first 
pistol shot was caused by Rev. Robert Mc- 
Guire’s assumption, temporarily only, of the 
role of a burglar and the sudden awakening 
of Mr. Bigby, whose house on Gordon ave- 
nue he was attempting to enter. The com- 
bination of a fleeing preacher—Rev. Robert

McGuire having dropped his guise of robber 
in sudden haste, commingled with agitation, 
at the first firing—and Policeman Irby in 
hot pursuit occasioned the three seondary 
reports. The refusal of Rev. McGuire to 
accompany the patrolman to the guardhouse 
was the signal for some sturdy clubbing on 
the patrolman’s part, and some elegant lung 
exercise from the preacher's side. 

But the story in its natural order, Se- 
quence and consequences, is interesting and 
afforded some excitement to that qulet 
abode, the seventh ward, better known as 
West Ind. 

It was a few minutes past 1 o’clock yes- 
terday morning when Mr. Bixby who lives 
at 318 Gordon avenue, heard some one try- 
ing to enter his house. Reaching. for his 
gun, Mr. Bixby proceeded to investigate 
without stopping to don any extra garments. 
He made his way softly to the poréion of 
the Louse that the noise appeared tu come 
from and there discovered an intruder of 
the blackest type. 

Mr. Bixby sprang out at him, and with a 
howl the burglar fied. Just as he turned a 
convenient corner of the hottse the gentle- 
man fired, but missed. At this juncture a 
very serious accident was in a state of prog- 
ress—serious and unfortunate for Rev. Rob- 
ert McGuire. A policeman was walking 
down the street hardly a hundred feet 
away from the house. He immediately gave 
chase, and up Lawtdn street the pair sprint- 
ed. Three times the policeman called for 
the fleeing preacher to stop and sign a 
treaty of peace or an unconditional sur- 
render, and then he fired three times some- 
what in the direction of the disappearing 
negro. 

The negro turned into an alley and then 
attempted to hide in a hedge of thorns and 
honey-suckle. Two policemen, a second offi- 
cer having reached the scene, got him by 
the legs and hauled him out, administering 
a good clubbing during the process of ex- 
traction, the preacher howling: ‘‘Murder! 
Help! Turn me loose! You'll have to Kill 
me! Murder! Help!” 

In the melee and confusion the entire 
population, including the dogs, that lived 
anywhere in the neighborhood of Lawton 
street, were thoroughly aroused by the unu- 
sual noise. The preacher was so badly 
frightened that he forgot everything, except 
his name and the exclamations for help 
that always form a portion of every first- 
class burglar’s outfit, and he insisted cn 
calling on Bob to leave him alone. When he 
came out of his trance he was in jail.

Rev. Robert McGuire was taken before 
Mayor Nelms and asked to explain the 
most unbiblical act of the early morning.

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The Contest Renewed. 

In his dispatches of yesterday our 
Washington correspondent suggested 
that the same influence which put the 
tariff in the background and kept it 
there during the extra session is making 
itself felt in the regular session. There 
has been every symptom of intentional 
delay. The symptom has been so plain, 
indeed, that business men, commercial 
bodies, and even democratic organiza- 
tious Lave entered protests and urged 
prompt action on the part of congress. 
The democrats in that body are all anx- 
ious, ‘apparently, for haste in the mat- 
ter, especially when giving public expres- 
Sion to their views, put the elements that 
have promoted delay seem to be as ac- 
tive and as powerful iis ever. 

SUowiunceus "with the suggestion of 
our correspondent comes an impressive 
announcement in The New York Herald 
to the effect that the moneyed men of 
the east are raising an immense fund to 
be expended in an effort to defeat the 
Wilson bill. The announcement in The 
Herald amounts to a direct charge, and 
it is accompanied by the most circum- 
stantial details, oecupying two colunins 
on The Herald's editorial page. 

The fact that a large sum of money 


has already been raised for this purpose * 


has been iolmittcd tc The Herald by a 
mill treasurer, wh) is also a prominent 
business man.

The tariff and the silver questions are 
reasonably jmportant, but the real issue 
which this congress must have some 
hand in deciding is whether the republic 
is to be ruled by the people or the money 
power. Jt is not a contest between labor 
and capital. It contest between 
the money power and the people as to 
the control of the legislative machinery 
of the country. Thus far the people 
have been taken unawares. They were 
not prepared for the tremendous assault 
that the money power made on the finan- 
cial policy and pledge of the democratic 
party, and they are probably not pre- 
pared for tlre attack that is to be made 
on the Wilson bill. But they need not 
deceive themselves in regard to the real 
nature of the contest that is behind all 
issues of n.oment.

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A Plain Question Plainly Answered. 

A correspondent writes to ask if an at- 
tempt of the democratic party to carry 
out its policy of making both gold and 
silver the money standard of the coun- 
try would not result in establishing at 
least temporarily the silver standard. 

What if it did? This particular bull 
has been roaring around in the field of 
financial discussion long enough. It is 
only necessary to take him by the horns 
to show that he is an imitation bull, as 
harmless as a spoonful of = gelatine, 
Therefore, we say that if the whole 
question resolves itself into a choice be- 
tween the single gold standard and the 
single silver standard, then The Consti- 
tution and a large majority of those who 
have no mortgages on their opinions 
are in favor of ® single silver standard. 
We put that down so that neither our 
correspondent nor any other doubting 
or doubtful Thomas shall make any mis- 
take. 

This done, let us enter a little more 
fully into the subject which our corre- 
spondenut revives. The worst that could 
happen if our mints were thrown open 
to the free coinage of silver would be a 
premium on gold. But would that be a 
misfortune at this time? Let the intelli- 
gent reader call on his experience to aid 
him so that he may be able to point out 
for our benefit the mischief that a gold 
premium would do. We can¢only judge 
the future by the past. How did the 
gold premium that existed in this coun- 
try from 1865 to 1878 affect the people? 
Did it injure their interests? Was it 


not, in fact, one of the elements that en- 


‘abled them to recover rapidly from the 


shock and devastation of a disastrous 
war? Neither gold nor silver was in 
circulation. The money standard was 
the credit of the country and the prod- 
uctive genius and force of the people. 

The farmers received profitable prices 
for their produce; laboring men enjoyed 
remunerative employment; the tramp 
era had not dawned on us; all forms of 
trade and business flourished, because 
the people were rapidly recovering their 
prosperity and were well supplied with 
debt-paying money, Was any substan- 
tial interest or industry hurt by the gold 
premium? If so. we should ke glad to 
have some “eminent financier” point 
out the fact to us. 

It will hardly be claimed even by 
agents and organs of the money power 
that the gold premium was the 
cause or the oceasion of the panic of 
1S73, Which attended the formal demon- 
etization of silver. That panic, in its 
most distinguishing features, bears a 
striking resemblance to the present cri- 
sis. There was the saine shrinkage in 
Values, the same fall in prices and the 
same collapse of trade and business. If 
the collapse in 1873 was more severe 
than it is now it was because the pros- 
perity of-the people and all interests 
were at a higher level in 1873 than they 
were in 1898. 

A premium on gold at this time, wit’ 
the mints ope to the free coinage of sil- 
ver, would be the greatest boon that the 
people and business interests of the 
country could have conférred on them. 
Such a premium would mean the tem- 
porary disuse of gold as money in this 
country, and this would increase the de- 
mand for silver, which would come in 
to take the place of gold. This increased 
demand would increase the value of sil- 
ver, while the disuse of gold would tend 
to decrease the value of that metal. " 
increasing value of silver wou... prevent 
the too sudden rise of prices. In short, 
we should have under the free coinage 
of silver a gradual restoration of that 
automatic system under which the wori 
prospered until the greed of the moneyed 
interests stepped in to disturb the rela- 
tions between the two money metals. 

But we don’t want even a single sil- 
ver standard, though it be preferable to 
the gold standard. 

Give us what the democratie platform 
pledges—bimetallism. Coin gold and sil- 
ver as promised “without discrimination 
against either. metal,” and then there 
will be an end to such hard times as the 
country is now experiencing. 


Making a Mistake. 

The people’s party is making a mis- 
take in the movement set on foot by its 
leaders to start next. year’s campaign 
with a meeting of the state executive 
committee in Atlanta on January 16th. 

The call of the committee is a misrep- 
resentation of the democratic party, and 
a campaign based on the lines proposed 
will do nothing more than contribute to 
the effort which the republicans have set 
on foot to capture the government in 
next full’s elections. The safest plan for 
those who are in earnest i) advocating 
reform is to remain united. Division is 
defeat. The democratic party should 
present a solid front in next fall’s elec- 
tions, and it will do so. This is not a 
time for straggling. The democrats pro- 
pose to elect men this fall who will re- 
deem the pledges of the party, and it is 
a very poor democrat who will waver in 
his allegiance just before the greatest 
battle the party has ever had to fight. 

Congress will settle down to business 
after the holidays, and if it is true to its 
pledges, as we hope it will be, it will be 
found that ground for the wholesale 
charges of inaction made in the eall of 
the people’s party executive committce 
will be canceled before the next cam- 
paign is under way. 

The democrats in congress have sev- 
eral months ahead in which to com- 
pletely redeem the party. If they stick 
to business and carry out the pledges 
of the party in good faith there will be 
no need for another party ib this or any 
other state. 


A Desperate Defense. 

The patronage press is driven to a 
desperate end in defending the appoint- 
ment of ex-republican cabinet.officers to 
the most responsible positions under a 
democratic administration, when it has 
to resort to an attack on Senator Brown, 
now out of publie life, and bent almost 
to the grave with the infirmities of old 
age. 

Our evening contemporary, which has 
been delirious with joy over the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Gresham, who was in Ar- 
thur’s @ibinet, as secretary of state, and 
of Mr. Raene MacVeagh, who was in the 
same republican cabinet, as minister to 
Italy, publishes with evident gusto the 
anonymous opinion of a “gentleman,” 
who, in alluding to the attacks of The 
Constitution on Mr. Cleveland for ap- 
pointing Mr. Wayne MacVeagh as minis- 
ter to Italy, said: 

The Constitution is singularly inconsist- 
ent. A few years ago Senator Gordon re- 
signed his seat in the United States senate 
and a democratie governor appointed Goy- 
ernor Joseph FE. Brown to succeed him. He 
had quit the democratic party, had been a 
republican judge of the supreme court and 
had been recognized as the head of the re- 
publican party in Georgia. When the legis- 
lature met to elect a United States senator, 
The Constitution urged the election of Gov- 
ernor Brown in opposition to General A, 
R. Lawton, a gallant confederate soldier 
and a life-long democrat. 

If the aforesaid anonymous “gentle- 
man” did not know that this was a de- 
liberate misrepresent?tion he would be 
willing tu come out from under the bush. 
But as he will not do so, the publication 
of his sentiments must, of course, be 
taken as in keeping with the extremity 
to which the patronage press has been 
reduced in defending the appointment 
of MacVeagh and Gresham. 

Never at any time was Hon. Joseph 
E. Brown appointed or elected to the 
senate from Georgia as anything else 
but a rock-ribbed, copper-bottomed, dyed- 
in-the-wool democrat. Had he been any- 
thing else he would never have been ap- 
pointed to the vacancy caused by Sena- 
tom Gordon’s resignation, and he ¢er- 
tainly would not have been elected for 
two consecutive terms by the general as- 
sembly of Georgia to succeed himself. 

During his entire senatorial career 
Senator Brown did splendid service for 
his people and for the party which 
elected him. 

With Mr. MacVeagh and Mr. Gresham 
neither of them has, even to the present 
day, declared his democratic affiliation. 
Mr, Gresham was appointed to the cab- 


inet on his distinct affirmation that he 
was not a democrat, and that he agreed 
with the party on the one single issue 
of tariff reform. Mr. MacVeagh, whom 
our’ evening patronage contemporary’s 
anonynious bushwhacker says has been 
a democrat for eight years, voted only 
a year ago against the democratic state 
ticket in Pennsylvania, being particu- 
larly vigorous in his opposition to Gov- 
ernor Pattison, who was elected, Like 
Mr. Gresham, he refused to swallow Mr.

SUES THE EMPIRE STATE BANK. 


Mrs. Ellen Venable Files a Petition 
to Enjoin J. R. Tolleson, 
Ape..tion for a restraining order and an in- 
junction against the Empire State bank 
and J. R. Tolleson was filed yesterday vy 
Mrs. Ellen Venable, of West End. Judge

One of the Queer Dens Where Tramps 
and Beggars Congregate. 


ALL DRINKS FOR A NICKEL ONLY 


How the Inside of Such an Establishment 
Looks at Night-A Rendezvous 
of the Street Mendicants, 


There are an unusual number of mendi- 
cants in the city just now—tramps -who 
have drifted south to escape the northern 
snows, and who “graft,” as they call it, 
on the street corners at night. To graft, 
heaven only knows how the term originated, 
means to beg, to steal, to rob; in short, to 


do anything except honest work to get 
money. When a tramp speaks of “my 
graft,” he means his special method of 


imposing on the nublic. 

It is impossible to walk for any great 
distance without being accosted by one of 
these fellows—that is if you have a benevo- 
lent appearance, for they are first-rate 
judges of human nature, and rarely stop 
anybody capable of giving them a down-

right rebuff; and, ten to one, the story he 
will tell will be plarsible and convincing. 
Of course, it is always a narrative of a 
vain attempt to procure employment, but 
the bold outline is succeptibie of embroidery 
at the hands of an expert that will in the 
majority of cases seduce at least a nickle 
out of the average pocket. 

The trouble is, one hates to make a mis- 
take. It is always possible that the case 
may be genuine and the distress unfeigned, 
but, at the sume time, it is fairly safe 
to bet that when the honest, unemployed 
workingman gets the coin in his fist he 
mutters ‘‘au, de chump!”’ and makes a 
bee line for a barrel house. 

The fastidious clubman, who is particular 
about the right amount of vermouth in 
his Martini cocktail, and, when he indulges 
the vice, does so amidst all the refinements 
of civilization, has probably never heard of 
a barrel house, or has, at best, a very misty 
idea of what one is like. There are quite 
a number of them, however, here in At- 
lanta, and they cut an important figure in 
the life of the average vagrant and shift- 
less darkey. There is a typical establish- 
ment at—but never mind exactly where it 
is, the neighbors are not responsible for 
it, and too exact a location would certainly 
not do them any good. It is a dirty, squal- 
lid den on the ground floor of a building 
elsewhere occupied by roomers of a shady 
character, mostly women. The place is 
fairly large, and to the left as one enters 
is a stained pine bar, back of which, in 
lieu of the usual mirror and pyramid of 
glasses, is a line of shelving, crowded with 
grimy bottles and demijohns. This bar 
more of a concession to tradition than for 
actual use; the business of the house is 
done directly opposite. There, against the 
wall, are a row of barrels, supported on 
something like carpenter’s horses. They 
sized whisky barrels, and the 
outer ends, which are painted red, are 
labeled with the name of the liquor they 
are supposed to contain. One, for instance, 
has “Whisky” lettered it, another

“Gin,” others “Rum,” “Sherry,” ‘‘Brandy,”’ 
“Blackberry” and ‘‘Pure Corn.’ In all, 


there are eight or ten. 

In the rear a few chairs surround an old- 
fashioned, egg-shapeGi stone, and the cor- 
ners are hidden by heaps of broken and in- 
describable rubbish. A few ancient th -atri- 
cal posters decorate the walls, and the 
floor is a litter of cigar stumps, tobacco 
quids and unclea®t suwdust. Spiders» have 
Spun their webs between fhe bottles and 
demijohns on the upper shelves, testifying 
to their long disuse, and more webs, thick 
with dust, swing from the ceiling like strips 
of tattered canvass. 

People this filthy dive with a crowd of 
black and white vagabonds, some sprawliug 
on the chairs, some leaning on the bar and 
some lounging listlessty in the front, put 
a square-jointed, red-faced man at the end 
of the shelving, keeping an eye on the estab- 
lishment, and evidently the proprietor, and 
one haS a fair idea of an Atlanta barrel 
house. 

The name comes not alone from the ex- 
hibit along the wall, from the 
peculiar method in which the 
are * served. All drinks in 
the house except brandy are sold — for 
5 rents. When a customer produces a 
nickle, (everybody is required to pay in ad- 
vance to prevent subsequent complications) 
he is given a stout, thick-bottomed giass 
and goes over and draws his drink from the 
barrel. Each barrel has a little brass spi- 
got in the head, and the proprietor is al- 
Ways at hand to watch the operation of 
drawing. Otherwise a tramp might get ad- 
Sent-minded and take more than one drink. 

The glasses used in this house are larger 
than the ordinary whisky glass and smaller 
than a tumbler. They probably hold about 
eight fluid ounces. The customers always 
fill them exactly to the brim and then lift 
them to their lips with the Sreatest care, 
so not a drop may be spilled. Just what 
they are drinking is a mystery, but it is an 
interesting fact that there are men contin- 
ually traveling through the country selling 
receipts for ‘‘compounding”’ whisky and 
other liquors to just such Places as this. 
They claim to be able to produce a gallon 
of stuff resembling whisky for 30 cents. It 


is made of powerful acids, flavoring, molas- 


ses and fusil oil, and its devastating effects 
upen the stomachs of the poor devils who 
drink it is better imagined than described. 
It is, of course, always some variety of 


compounded liquors sold in these dives. 
Not a great while ago a Constituition Te- 
porter went into the barrel house deacribed. 


city detectives who was look- 
ing for a man. The room was packed with 
a dense, reeking mass of humanity, mainly 
negroes, but here and there a white man. 
The stench and odor of stale tobacco which

was overpowering and a haze of smoke, hid 
the further end like a veil. Almost every- 
man who had secured a seat was fast 
asleep, and the rags and tatters of *hese 
wretches was something indescribable. The 
reporter_recognized a beggar whom he had 
seen “working’’ the crowds at Salvation 
Army street meetings, and “guc- 
ceeded in drawing him into con- 
versation. He was a bright young fellow 
but a thorough tramp. The barrel houses 
were the only place a poor man could go 
for a drink, he said; the regular saloons 
were too high priced. Then he described 
what he called a ‘‘tube house,’’ where the 
customers took a long pull at a rubber tube 
in a barrel for a nickle. When the bar- 
tender thought he had his money’s worth, 
he pinched the tube. This he thought was 
a great improvement. 

While the reporter and detectfve were 
in the place, two negroes tried to divide up 
a* glass of whisky, but the proprietor 
snatched it angrily away. It seemed to be 
coutrary to the etiquette of the establish- 
ment for more than one man to drink off 
of the same nickle. Occasionat&y a negro 
woman would come in with a tin pail for 
beer. The beer kegs were at the end of 
the Lar, but save for this “‘growler’’ trade, 
tlipre appeared to be very little doing in

that line. The regular patrons apparently 
preferred the firey draught from the row of 
barrels. , 

There is nothing in Atlanta, thank heav- 
ens, that equals the horrible dives and dens 
of the great northern cities, but this is bad 
enough. It is lamentable to think that so 
much of the money given in good faith to 
relieve distress finds such a destination.

Stock Exchange, 


GENERAL ELECTRIC AND. Y. & N. E 


Very Active and Decidedly Lower-L. & 
N. A'so Hammered-—70,000 Re- 
ceipts Makes Cotton Weak,

NEW YORK, December 27.—Speculation 
on the stock exchange today was feverisi 
and unsetticd. It was known at the open- 
ing of business that a receiver had been 
applied for by the opponents of President 
McLeod, for the New York and New Eng- 
Iand Railroad Company and before noon 
the announcement was made that Thomas 
Cc. Platt had been made receiver. Although 
this contymgency had been largely discount- 
ed during the past few days, there was a 
rush to sell the shares on the part of those 
hoiders who had believed that Presicent 
McLeod would held control of the proper- 
ty, and their sales were supplemented by 
heavy offerings on the part of the bears 
and the result was 2 break of %c. from yea- 
terday’s closing price. When a lower level 
was reached a good buying movement was 
inaugurated, due largely to covering of 
shorts, who did not feel disposed to leave 
their lines out over night, in view of the 
mercurial proportions ot the shares, The 
decline in the stock on the day is 2 per 
cent. General Electric was strong in early 
dealings and rose 1%<¢., but during the after- 
noon was exceptionally weak and was free- 
ly sold for both long and short account. 
The depression in the stocks was due to re- 
ports that plans were being formed for 
the reorganizing of the company, and that 
the company’s business was not on @a satis- 
factory basis. After midday the pressure to 
sell became very pronounced and a break gf 
6% per cent was made before the bottom 
was reached. Sales to cover caused a rally 
of 1% in the final dealings, leaving the net 
loss on the day‘s transactions 3% per cent. 
Louisville and Nashville was unfavorably 
affected by rumors that neither scrip nor 
dividend woud be paid for the six months 
ending with December. August Belmont, 
chairman of the executive committee of the 
company, refused to talk on the subject. 
The stock declined 6% per cent, with a final 
rally of % per cent. National Cordage, on 
gmall purchases, rose 3% per cent, the mov- 
ing influence being the success of the reor- 
ganizing scheme and reports of successful 
termination of important law suits. In the 
late dealings a reaction of 1% per cent and 
a recovery of % per cent ensued and the 
preferred shares advanced 5% per cent. The 
general market was firm at the opening and 
in the early dealings advanced a fraction, 
but within half an hour Baltimore and 
Ohio dropped 14g per cent and the rest of 
the list %#@1 per cent, which was quickly 
followed by a rally of 4@1% per cent, the 
latter in Louisville and New Albany pre- 
ferred. Shortly before’ 11 o’clock a drive 
was made.in Distilling in an effort to bring 
out some long stocks, which was not very 
successful.

Atwood Violett & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


By Private Wire to B. W. Martin, Manager. 
NEW YORK, December 27.—On November 
10th, last, the agricultural department an- 
nounced that the average of their replies 
showed 1350 pounds of lint per acre. This 
was followed by Messrs. Latham, Alexan- 
der & Co, the average of whose crop estl- 
mates indicated a lint production of 165 
pounds per acre; and, on Thursday last, 
Bradstreet’s estimate indicated about the 
same production of Lint, and the replies, 
as embraced in. the circular which our 
New Orleans firm issued last week, showed 
exactly 166% pounds per ucre. At the same 
time, it requires 175 pounds per acre, on 
Neill’s acreage, with bales of average 
weight to make a crop -of 7,000,000 bales. 
Who says the crop is 7,750, 000 
or over”? The reply is Neiii 
and his followers, who have no 
data to. base their opinions upon. There- 
fore, their imagimation is their reliance for 
their guess work. Neill’s estimate means 
195 pounds per acre, or an average of 30 
pounds more than the average of Latham, 
Alexander & @o., Bradstreet’s or ourselves, 
or, rather, the average of. the estimates 
of their respective correspondents. Neill’s 
guess work early in October of what the 
average of lint per acre of each state 
made at a time when the 
planter himself did not Know or could not 
know approximately, and it is this purely 
imaginative figuring that is opposed 
to what the planter and mer- 
chant in the. south say, and what 
we have contended is more likely to be 
wrong than the statements of the latter. 
If Neill is right, and, so far, the movement 
is on a seale to indicate high rather than 
low crop estimates, then, “s 2,300,000 must 
come into.sight' from next Friday to realize 
Neill’s minimum, the next few months will 
determine whether his guess has been cor- 
rect, or whether the correspondents of the 
various people referred to above “ave been 
so terribly misled as to what they have 
made this year, even at so late a day as 
the middle of December. So far as the 
price is coneerned, the decline has been 
quite @s great as though we actually knew 
the crop was 7,750,000; and, wile prices 
may go lewer, should cotton continue tu 
move as freely as it is now moving. it fs 
still a question whether Neill’s estimate of 
7,750,000 minimum, or our maximum esti- 
mrate of 7.400.000 is to be realized. We in- 
cline decidedly to the belief, that the crop 
res.

NEW YORK, December 27.—In response to 
our weak market the Livenpool market 
opened this morning with sellers at 5-64d 
to 6-64d decline and closed easy at a decline 
of 6-64 to 7-64d below Friday’s quotations. 
This decline was intensified by the offerings 
from America of arbitrage dealers, who 
have been long in Liverpool and short in 
New York, and this was an opportunity to 
close the transaction at a profit. Many or- 
ders have been filed in both markets. _No- 
tices for about 10,000 bales of January cotton 
were issued today, but with little effect 
upon the market, as cariiers were ready 
to put forward the cotton on the basis 
of present quotations. Rece pts at the ports 
continue upon a scale which is.simply phe- 
nomenal in view of the persistent reports 
of a shortage in the crop, and under this 
pressure the market opened barely steady 
at 7 to 8 points below last evening’s, but 
finding that the Liverpool, merchants were 
free buyers to cover previous transactions, 
local operators followed their example and 
have bought freely all day, advancing prices 
to about the quotations of last evening de- 
spite the heavy movements ofr the ports. 
They have found encouragement in the 
semi-weekly interior movement as given 
by the New Orleans market.

One of Atlanta's Most Brilliant Women 
Passes Away. 


HER FUNERAL OCCURS THIS AFTERNOON 


Mrs. Abbott Was Known All Over the 
South, andi W asa Woman of Pro- 
nounced Literary Ta:ent. 


- Barly yesterday morning the spirit of 

Vrs. Belle K. Abbott, whose brilliant pen 

jas often flashed through the columns of 

Che Constitution, and the other leading pa- 

re of the south, took its eternal departure 
the world. 

In the announcement of this sad and un- 
expected death—unexpected to the many 
friends, who were not apprised of her con- 
dition, and sad to every one 
in its bitter and sorrowing 
reality—the grief of those who knew 
gifted and useful lady will defy all efforts 
at consolation. 

To those who shared the inner relation- 
Ships of her private and domestic life she 
Was the embodiment of all that was kind 
and gentle. In this respect the graces of 
a most attractive disposition, making her 
the favorite of every circle in which she 
moved by reason of her social qualities, 
_ Were happily fused with those acknowledged 
“talents which fitted her to shine in the lit- 
erary world. : 

Perhaps a more brilliant combination of 
Qualities, social, intellectual and religious, 
mever crowned a woman's character with 
more completed beauty, or made her more 
universally an object of admiration than 
Mrs. Belle K. Abbott. 

A strong believer in the personal merit 
af her sex, she advocated at all times, 
Within the bounds of a proper and well di- 
rected enthusiasm, the cause of true wo- 
Manhood. While not aggressive to the 
extent of making rash and hasty declara- 
tions, she was frequently severe in bringing 

: to justice who, without deliberation 
oMr-excuse, wantonly assailed the efforts of 

er sex in making the world brighter in 

ich. they lived. 

That Mrs. Abbott will be sorely missed 
8 but a trite expression. The sorrow of 
“those who knew and loved her is the best 
memorial of her life, and the grie* at her 
departure, which struggles against the 
happiness of this Christmas season, will 
not soon be forgotten or expended by those 
who feel most heavily the weight of this af- 
fliction. 


Her Last Illness. 


The ultimate cause which brought about 
the death of Mrs. Abbott began with a se- 
vere cold, which resulted in a case of pneu- 
monia. 

This was about six weeks ago. It was 
thought at one time that her recovery was 
but a matter of a few days. 
better for quite a while and the anxious 
solicitude of those who waited about her 
‘bedside was greatly relieved. 

But, in this hope, the assurance which 
comforted their fears was but a mockery. 

A complication of troubles began to vex 
Mrs. Abbott’s system, already depleted by 
her long prostration, and in spite of the 
best efforts of the physicians, who were 
employed in the case, these troubles contin- 
ued to manifest themselves, until it soon be- 
came evident to the professional eye of the 
Physician that sne would never be well 
again. 

The knowledge of her condition was not 
a@ secret to Mrs. Abbott. She realized the 
worst, but with the fortitude of one who 
was perfectly resigned, she apprehended 
nothing, and waited for the end with that 
serene assurance which has everything to 
hope from a bright and beautiful eternity. 

Just as the world was rejoicing yesterday 
morning in the fresh baptismal light of a 
new day, the soul of this good woman. 
identified so long with religious work and 
charity, passed out through the silence of 
death and the prison house of suffering, in- 
to that radiant and everlasting . future, 
' huttes so Offen gleamed frém her 
pen and whose rapture is now the eternal 
heritage of her faith. 


Sketch of Her Life. 

Mrs. Abbott was the beloved wife of 
Colonel B. F. Abbott, one of Atlanta’s most 
cultured citizens and one of the most prom- 
inent lawyers at the bar. 

In view of the prominence in which she 
herseif attained in the literary world, it 
may not be amiss to append a few biograph- 
ical facts to the melancholy announcement 
of her death. 

Mrs. Abbott was a native Georgian, and 
was born November 3, 1842, at Barnesville, 
Ga. She was a daughter of the late Sam- 
uel S. Kendrick, and a niece of Dr. L. C. 
Kendrick, who, at the advanced age of 
eighty-four years, still enjoys the reputa- 
tion of being one of the best scholars of 
the day. The latter for more than forty 
years was professor of Greek in the Uni- 
versity of Rochester, N. Y., and was one of 
the revisers of the New Testament. 

Still another uncle of Mrs. Abbott's WAS 
Rev. J. Ryland Kendrick, a weilf known 
Baptist minister, who was at one time the 
president of Vassar college, the oldest {in- 
stitution of its kind in the world. 

Mrs. Abbott was united in marriage to 
her husband, Colonel B. F. Abbott, in 1866. 
During the whole of their married life, or 
the greater part of it, they have restded in 
this city. 

The reputation of Mrs. Abbott as the 
author of several books and literary articles 
is known all over the country. In addi- 
tion to the gratification of her literary in- 
clinatiors she was largely engaged in char- 
itable work in this city. 


Funeral Today. 


Mrs. Abbott was a member of the First 
Baptist church of this city, and her funeral 
will occur from that church this afternoon 
at 3 o’clock. 

The funeral will no doubt be largely at- 
tended.

WHAT IS AN OFFICER? 


The Attorney General Gives an Inter- 
esting Answer to the Question. 


A DEPUTY COLLECTOR OF REVENUE 


Is Ineligible to Civic Office in Georgia. 
Trustees of the Asylum Appointed. 
MoneyComing Into the Treasury. 


Attorney General Terrell has given the 
governor an official answer to an important 
question, and that answer will interest very 
many people in Georgia. 

It is provided by a section of the code 
that no person who holds “an office of 
profit or trust uncer the government of 
the United States other than that of post- 
master, or of either of the several states 
or of any foreign state shall.be eligible to 


civil office in this state.”’ 
Just what constitutes an ‘office of profit 


and trust” has not been altogether clear. . 


Special cases have been passed upon but 
mone exactly covered the case of the deputy 
collector of internal revenue. Governor 
Northen, therefore, made a formal request 
upon Attorney General Terreil and the re- 
wsult was the following decision given out 
at the executive department yesterday al- 


ternoon:

St., 124, 9; Col., 39. "eb- 
ster defines duration thus: ‘Continuance in 
time; indefinite perpetuation; prolonged ex- 
istence; the portion of the time in which 
anything exists.’ There can be no doubt 
that the element of duration exists where 
the appointment is continuous and indefinite 
and limited to revocation at the will of 
the appointive power. 

“Such deputies shall be compensated for 
their services by such allowances us’ shall 
be made by the secretary of the treasury 
upon the recommendation of the commis- 
sioner of internal revenue. See section 3148 
of the Revised Statutes of the United States 
and amendment thereto—supplement to Re- 
vised Statutes, page 234. 

“Thus it will be observed that. compensa- 
tion for such deputies is provided by 
statute.

The Special Case It Covers. 

One im-nediate effect of this decision was 
made apparent yesterday, wher the gov- 
ernor made his appointments of trustees 
of the State Lunatic asylum. 

Mr. John A. Cobb, of Sumter, who has 
been an able and efficient member of that 
board, has been made a deputy collector of 
internal revenue by Collector Trammell. 
The governor wanted to reappoint him, but 
was doubtful as to his ability to, do so. 
The decision of the attorney general proves 
that his doubts were well grounded. 

The governor named ex-Senator James P. 
Walkrr, of Webster county, to the place 
held by Mr. Cobb, and reappointed the oth- 
er trustees, making the board for the en- 
suing term as follows: Messrs G. A. Caba- 
niss, of Fulton; R. B. Nisbet, of Putnam: 
T. S. Hopkins, of Thomas; Walter T. Mc- 
Arthur, of Telfa:r; R. F. Watts, of Stewart: 
T. M. Hunt, ot Hancock; J. W. Wilcox. of 
Bibu; J. H. Nichols, of White; Eugene Fos- 
ter, of Richmond; J. P. Walker, of Web- 
ster. 

A Big’ Record for a Day. 

‘Lax money is coming to the treasury at a 
pretty lively rate, but the totule show that 
the receipts are very ‘considerably behind 
last year’s record. 

Tuesday was the banner day. There was 
received at the treasury that day, in cash 
or its equivalent, $171,559.06. That is the 
biggest single day’s record. Of this amount, 
about forty thousand dollars was cash, $25,- 
000 of it coming from Fulton county. The 
rest consisted ot volfchers showing pay- 
ments to the school funds of the various 
counties reporting. These amounts are paid 
to the school authorities and do not come 
to the central treasury. Next year, how- 
ever, this money will be paid -direct into 
the treasury, one of the principal features 
of the Fleming bill being the payment into 
the treasury of the school funds. 

The treasury figures show that the total 
for this year is $105,279.68 behind that for 
the same time last year, Which means that 
the people are poorer and taxes are hard 
to collect. 

HMonorary ‘Commissioners.’ 

Under a resolution of the general assem- 
bly the governor was given the appoint-, 
ment of an honorary commissioner of directs 
trade and immigration, and of an assistant 
commissioner. Yesterday he named Colonel 
T. P. Stovall as commissioner and Colonel 
I W. Avery as assistant. 

There are no salaries attached to these 
offices, but it is eminently vroper that the 
two men who have worked so tirelessly for 
direct trade should have been given the 
appo ntments. The ofticial poositions will

SENT 10 ALABAMA. 


A Negro Who Has Figared Extensively 
in Police Circles Goes to 


BIRMINGHAM ON A SERIOUS CHARGE 


A Negro Wanders Into a Hotel and Wan- 
ders Out with an Armful of Wine. 
Other Police Items, 


A negro who has filled every position 
around police headquarters from. porter 
and assistant to the detectives to a prisoner 
on many charges, including highway rob- 
bery, assault with intent to murder and 
disorderly conduct, was carried to Birming- 
ham yesterday to answer to a very grave 
charge in that city. 

The negro is 
negroes that ever 
woth the Atlanta .police department, 
the slickest. He was arrested by 
the detectives a little over a year ago sus- 
pected of having committed a crime some- 
where in Alabama. He was kept under 
arrest several days and finally released, 
as no evidence to prove @Qhat he was the 
man he was thought to be could be discov- 
ered. 

Since Allen’s release he has spent his 
time around police headquarters. His native 
cleverness made him a valuable helper to 
the city detectives in working up cases and 
he was used in this way. He did valuable 

work in unearthing several important 
cases, but he lost the confidence of the 
officers.

Detective Cason Thinks He Has Mrs. 
Daniels’s Assailant. 


SHE BELIEVES THAT IT IS THE ONE 


Eugena Gordon Is the Man’s Name—He Is 
a Teamster and Denies Being Guilty. 
Locked Up at the Police Station. 


Detective Cason is confident that he has 
caught the negro who criminally assaulted 
Mrs. Jane Daniels at Bellwood night before 
last. Eugene Gordon, a big negro, in every 
way answering the description given of her 
assailant by Mrs. Daniels, was arrested by 
Officer Cason yesterday morning, and is 
now domiciled at police headquarters 
charged with the offense. 

News of the assault was not received at 
police headquarters until late night before 
last. It was too late for the officers to 
do anything in the way of searching for 
the rapist, but yesterday_morning the police 
took hold of it in earnest. Chief Wright 
detailed Detective Cason to assist in the 
searcl., and that clever officer went out to 
investigate. 

He was not long in scenting a clue. Arm- 
ed with a good description of the assailant 
of Mrs. Daniel, he took a look at all the 
negroes in the vicinity, and inquired in a 
quiet way about the negroes whg frequented 
the lonely road on which Mrs. Daniel was 
assaulted. 

After about two hours’ inquiry Detective 
Cason found a man who filled the descrip- 
tion capitally. He was about the same size 
of the negro Mrs. Daniel described, and a 
torn place in his coat, which Mrs. Daniel 
had noticed, caught the attention of the 
detective. He found that the negro, whose 
name is Eugene Gordon, passed along the 
road on which the assault occurred every 
night. 

He placed the negro under arrest and 
carried him to the home of Mrs, Dauiels, at 
26 Johns street. She was called ta Me door 
and Gordon was pointed out to her. She 
was nearly positive that he was her assail- 
ant. He fitted the description in every par- 
ticular, and Detective Cason was convinced 
that he had the right man. Gordon was 
carried to police headquarters and locked 
up. He is about twenty-eight years old, and 
is a teamster. He denies the crime. He 
resides not far from the place where the 
outrage occurred. 

Mrs. Daniels has by no means recovered 
from ‘the effects of her terrible experience. 
The fright and the rough handling com- 
bined to produce physical prostration, and 
it will be some days before she will entirely 
recover from the shock. She says her as- 
Sailant accomplished his purpage by holding 
a pistol to her head and threatening to kill 
her if she moved,

| REVIVED IN ATLANTA 


The Emory-Tarner Sensation Comés Near 
Cropping Out in This City. 


CHIEF CONNOLLY TAKES A HAND 


He Summoned Mrs. Turner to His Office, 
and Warned Her Not to See Dr. 
Emory Aguin. 


The sensation in which Dr. Emory and 
the winsome Mrs. Turner acted tne princi- 
pai roies in Opelika, Ala., has been revived 
in AtJanta. Since several gays ago Chief 
Connolly has been actively interested in tne 
local developments in the case, and a cul- 
mination jin the shape of an arrest wouid 
not have been surprising at any time. Botn 
of the principals have been in Atlanta, and 
Dr. Emory is still here. The whereabouts of 
Mrs. ‘turner is a matter of conjecture. She 
is said to have lett the city a cay or so 
ago. 

At present the case is in statu quo, but 
all indications point to a sensational de- 
nouement sooner or later. 
Dr. Emory have taken hold of the affair 
energetically, and have repeatedly sought 
thesadvice and aid of the Atianta olficials 
to cause @ permanent separation between 
Mrs. Turner and Dr. Emory. 

The latter has a sister living in Atlanta, 
and her husband has undertaken to stop ail 
communication between Mrs. Turner and 
Dr Emory. This lady is Mrs. Lester, and 
her home is at the corner of Bartow and 
Luckie streets. She is a most estimable lady 
and her efforts have been made in the best 
of faith. A son of Dr. Emory has aiso 
been at work :n the matter and has had 
several conferences with Chief Connolly. He 
is a young man of excellent character and 
reputation and believes that the influence 
of Mrs. Turner has been extremely injurious 
to his father. 

Mrs. Turner came to Atlanta something 
over two weeks ago and stopped at the 
Commercial hotel, situated between ,‘the 
Markham house and Decatur street. The 
landlady at that hetel says that Mrs. Tur- 
her acted in a blameiess manner, but was 
strongly addicted to the’ use of opium. She 
took it frequently, besides injecting large 
quantities of it into her arms. 

After she had been -at the Commercial 
several days Dr. Emory called, and was 
said by Mrs. ‘Lurner to be her stepfather. 
The landlady said she had no reason to 
doubt this, as Mrs. Turner had always act- 
ed inp a lady-like manner, and in a way not 
at all calculated to arouse suspicion. She 
says that Dr. Emory called on Mrs. Tur- 
ner several times, and a few days ago, while 
there, he was suddenly stricken with a 
most severe illness and it was thought 
that he would die. 

Six or eight physicians were called in, 
and he was found to be in a dangerous con- 
dition. The physicians succeeded in bring- 
ing him around, but the fact that he had 
been taken ill while visiting Mrs. Turner 
reached the ears of his relatives, and they 
took immediate steps. Previous to this 
time he had been stopping with his sister, 
and his health had been very feeble. 

His son had him removed to the Exchange 
hotel, on Marietta street, at once, and thera 
for some time he lay ill. At this juncture, 
the aid of the police was asked for by Mr. 
Lester and young Emory. They told Chief 
Connolly of the seeming impossibility of 
separating Mrs. Turner and Dr. Emory. 
Chief Connolly advised that both Mrs. Tur- 
ner and Dr. Emory be placed under arrest, 
but the family were anxious to avoid any 
further publicity. They besought Chief 
Connolly to take less rigorous steps to ef- 
fect the purpose. 

Chief Connolly sent for Mrs. Turner and 
had her carried to his office. He told her of 
the complaints of Dr. Emory’s relatives, 
and warned her that she would not be al- 
lowed to gall on Dr. Emory egain. She 
protested strenuously, and said that the 
relations existing between herself and Dr. 
Emory were those of patient and physician. 
She said Dr. Emory had been treating her 
for some months in a professional capac- 
ity. 

The family still feared that Mrs. Turner 
would call on Dr. Emory at the Exchange, 
and an officer was stationed to watch his 
room to prevent her going to him. It seems, 
however, that she saw him in some way 
during the time. THe family suspected 
that she was resnonsible for_the doctor's 
use of opium, and for this reason, as much 
as any other, desired to keep them apart. 

Chief Connolly and his men, who have 
been looking after the case, have lost sight 
of Mrs. Turner, but she is thought to be in 
the city still. The chief stated yesterday 
that if she is again found with Dr. Emory, 
arrests will be made.
